Premier  Asquith  States  in 
House  Ttiat  Situation  Is  Ex- 
tremely Grave — Discussion 
of  Britain's  Position. 


Foreign  Ministers  of  European  Nations-" Armies  are  Mobilizing 


LONDON,  July  :!U.— JJrilaiiis  lirat 
fleet,  a  hiiKc  iinnada,  consisting  '  ot 
iwenty-eiKlu  battleships,  lourtuon 
battle  cruisers,  tlvo  crulsera  and  seven- 
ty deatroyers,  left  Porllantl  today, 
ttailing  westward  under  sealc.l  orders. 
LuBt  night  and  early  ihls  niornlns 
police  and  naval  patrols  scoured  tho 
country  about  Portliiud  in  motor  curs, 
rounding  up  men  on  leave.  All  were 
aboard  by  8  o'clock  thl«  morning,  'and 
the  fleet  weighed  anchor,  departing  In 
separate  divisions,  the  bands  playing 
cati:laHc  ..melftJJsy.  Just,  tia  tf  the,  BhipB. 


were  going  to  war,  and  the  men  cheered 
aa  thfy  passed  tho  entrance  to  th« 
breakwater.  The  fleet  formed  into 
Bfiuadrons  outside,  proceeding  to  the 
westward  at  top  speed.  A  general 
(;allinf^  of  all  troops  at  Dover  and 
strengthening  of  garrisons  commenced 
this  afternoon,  ofJiccrs  being  notllled 
by  telegrams.

About  1.000  men  belonging  to  four 
Infantry  regiments-  left  Coloh.jster  on  a 
special  train  for  Harwich,  Kelixstowe 
and  tho  neighboring  dlairicts  fully 
armed  and  equipped,  carrying  baggage, 
supplies  and  ammunition.  It  was  under- 
stood that  they  were  to  take  stores  on 
the  coast,  but  the  War  Offtct>  insisted 
that  the  movement  la  purely  a  pre-

The  refusal  appears  to  have  been  the 
end  of  the  much-discussed  negptlallons 
which  were  yesterday  considered  In  tho 
chancelleries  as  the  principal  bnslK  for 
optimism. 

Sir  Edward  Grey,  the  British  .Secre- 
tary for  Foreign  Affairs,  to  whom  all 
look  as  the  foremost  official  in  Kinope.

UAKDINKI!,  Mont..  July  :;'.l. — That  a 
sciuaii  of  Unlt.'d  States  cavalry  were  on 
the  heels  of  the  l%vo  llaIldf^;^  who.  armed 
with  rifles,  today  held  in>  and  nibbeil  in 
Yellowstone  National  Park  twenty-five 
coach  loads  of  tourists,  numbering  In  all 
ifiTi.    was   reported    hero   tonight. 

The  soldiers  are  aided  by  posses  of 
woodmen  and  hunters  familiar  with  tho 
trails,  whi>  expect  fo  Cipture  the  high- 
waymen before  they  cross  the  park 
tiDundary.  Hrcatise  of  the  dense  brush 
<ind  the  ravines  the  bandits  liave  tho 
advantage   ..f   their  pursuers. 

.\eoordlng  to  some  of  the  victims,  the 
hold-up  occurred  In  the  upper  geyser 
liastn.  a  short  distance  from  tho  hole  In 
Spring  Crock  f'anyon.  As  fast  as  the 
coaches  rounded  a  bluff,  they  were 
stopped  and  the  passengers  were  ordered 
to  alight  and  place  their  money  In  a 
sack  lying  on  the  ground.  .l<^eh  coach 
was  quickly  reloaded  and  ordered  to 
move  on.  Nothing  but  money  was 
taken,  the  tourists  being  told  that  they 
could   keep   their  jewelry. 

How  much  the  bandits  Obtained  cannot 
be  learned  as  yet. 

Estimates  late  toniflrht  of  the  money 
obtained  by  the  holdups  varied  from 
13.000  to  IMOO.  Reports  f»om  Mamnrtoth 
liotcl,  in  Yellowstone  Park,  were  that 
the  bandits  obtained  sums  ranging  from 
S6  cents  to  |K0.  That  larger  sunni  were 
not  obtained  wan  due  to  the  majority 
of  the  touilsta  carr/ina  tfavclcrs' 
ehecka.

CoUlaion     of     Bxcoraloa     Steamar    aad 

Barge  la  Beat  miTsr  at  Hew  Tozk

NKW  YORK,  July  29.— At  least  one,, 
and  possibly  low  persons  were  drowned, 
and  it  i!«  felrcd  other  casualties  oc- 
curred late  "today,  when  the  river 
steamer  Majeitle,  of  Newark,  returnit\s 
liome  with  about  1,000  excursionists  oh 
board,  collided  in  the  Kast  Elver  with- 
a  stone-laden  barge,  capsizing  the  latter 
craft.  ' 

The  steamer  was  not  damaged,  but  in 
the  panic  that  followed  the  Majestlc's' 
passengers  rushed  to  the  deck  rails. 
fighting  and  pressing  for  a  point  at' 
vantage  as  the  stef^mer  waa  headed  for. 
the  nearest  pier.  When  the  Majeatio 
touchod  the  pier  hundreds  Jumped  to, 
the  dock  from  the  decks.  Two  Who 
spraine<l   their  ankles  are  at  a  hoapltal. 

Fears  that  some  were  crushed  be- 
tween the  steamer's  side  and  the  facing 
of  the  pier  will  exist  until  tJic  ejtcar- 
sionists  check  their  lists  at  Newark.  A 
lifesaver  stationed  near  the  point  of  the' 
collision  picked  up  a  woman,  supposed 
to  be  tile  wife  of  the  barge  captain, 
floating  down  the  river.  She  died  at  a> 
iiospitai  without  regaining  oenacioub- 
ness. 

Swept  insho.i'c  hy  the  stronf  ebb  tide, 
the  Majestic  crashed  into  the  laoorod 
barge,  causing  the  latter  to  «nap  Itn 
hawsers  and  capsise.  The  oaptiUn  Of 
the  barge,  his  wife,  /their  aon  and  a' 
passenger  who  were  a«en  to  leap  frotn 
the   boat   were  drowned,   it  la   thought.

Is  founded  upon  this  misconception  of 
the  relations  of  the  individual  to  the 
Mtatc.

A  large  claan  of  teachers  taking  the 
rural  science  rour.se  at  the  Summer 
.School  enjoyed  a  delightful  lllusir.i.ii,-d 
aildress  yesterday,  from  Mr.  K  Ker- 
mode,  curator  of  the  Provincial  Museum. 
I,ai.t"rn  pictures  of  tlie  finlmals  of  this 
Province  included  moose,  American  elk, 
wapiti,  caribou,  mountain  sheei),  etc. 
The  lecturer  stated  that  the  only 
mounted  specimen  of  caribou  In  exis- 
tence was  owned  by  the  museum.  Pic- 
tures of  white-tailed  deer,  roast  deer  and 
black-tailed  deer  were  next  displayed,  fol- 
lowing which  were  sho'nn  examples  of 
the  different  types  of  bear  found  in  the 
Province,  vU.,  the  grizzly.  the  black 
bear,   and   Kermode's   white   bear. 

Other  animals  illustrated  werti  tho 
gfey  wolf,  the  American  panther  (other- 
wise known  a."*  the  juima,  or  cougar,  one 
of  which  was  killed  near  Jamos  Bay 
about  three  years  ago),  the  Canadinn 
lynx,  tho  silver  fox.  beaver,  porcupine, 
etc.,  with  smaller  animals,  such  a.s  the 
marmot,   liush-tailed  rat  and   raccoon. 

Strlkiiig  photographs  of  a  personal  In- 
terest, being  taken  by  Mr.  Kurmodc  and 
his  hunting  companion  at  early  dawn  at 
Triangle  Island,  represented  .some  enor- 
mous sea  lions,  one  of  which,  measuring 
\Z  f'-cl  In  length  and  weighing  fiOO  Ihs., 
wa.s  killeti  for  the  museum,  iind  had  to 
be  lowed  tlie  nine  miles  to  its  destina- 
tion. \  picture  of  the  hair  seal  shown 
was  ac'companled  by  the  .«tritcment  thai 
H  bouni.>"  had  been  placed  on  them  by 
the  I.iominion  Government  owing  to  their 
destruction  of  the  salmon  and  salmon 
nets.

.Sir, — 'I'be  temerity  ^'hich  dare  at- 
tempt the  discover)'  of  the  world's  best 
poem  is  surely  as  danserously  impos- 
sible as  Is  the  modern  fallacy  of  seek- 
ing to  define  the  best  fifty  books,  an 
ai>ortlon  of  the  intellect  which  has  as 
often  been  attempted  as  It  has  singu- 
larly and  lamentabi)'  failed.  Converse- 
le.  the  interest  attaching  to  the  cxpoe- 
iire  of  individual  taste,  which  the  con- 
troversy waging  in  your  valuable  paper 
has  provoked,  almost  Justifies,  by  rea- 
son of  the  Insight  Into  indlvl'Jual  char- 
acter which  it  gives,  the  imiiossible 
liiesis  on  which  the  whole  Idea  Is  based. 
CJrant  a  world  in  which  the  per.<<onal 
element  Is  at  a  discount,  each  individ- 
ual at  a  corresponding  degree  of  aca- 
demic development,  and  your  project  is 
possible,  afthough  unlikely  of  a  satis- 
factory solution,  but,  take  manklnil  as 
it  is.  with  each  mentallt)  at  a  differ- 
ent plane  of  InteUcctual  progrcs.w,  and 
tilffcreni  stage  of  culture,  and  you 
achieve,  not  a  serious  effort  to  find  tho 
btst  poem,  but  a  series  of  poems,  each 
of  which  most  aptly  portrays  tlie  per- 
sonal beliefs  and  disbeliefs  of  the  in- 
dividual who  hazards  them  as  pre- 
eminent. 

For  how  may  you  judge  the 
poem?  Are  there  A  lot  of  rules 
standards  by  which  to  teat  and 
the  result  wanting?  Is  the  best  poem 
to  be  Judged  from  the  purely  aeadcmlo 
standpoint  of  metre,  scansclon  and 
fctm,  or  for  the  value  of  what  It  seeks 
to  express?  la  the  idea,  or  the  form, 
prime  factor  of  the  whole?.  Are  we  to 
accept  as  the  Ideal  the  purely  spon- 
taneous, crysialized  thoughts  of  a  Keats, 
lir  the  carefully  weighed,  and  possibly 
pedantic  medium  of  n  Rrldgea.  a.B  best? 
Js  the  essential  function  of  the  poetic 
muse  to  auggcst  any  attempt  at  por- 
trayal lacking  In  artistry,  or  Is  It  desir- 
able that  it  should  concretely  express? 
The  truth  being  that  it  is  none  of  those 
things  to  all  men.  but  otie  of  these 
things  to  each  man;  wherein  lies  the 
nlisolute  fallacy,  entire  Impossibility,  of 
ever  arriving  at  a  definite  conclusion  as 
1(1  which  is  the  best  poem,  unless,  In- 
deed, we  may  borrow  the  scales  of  old 
Aristophanes,  .  and  therein  weigh  the 
metrical  value  of  corresponding  lines, 
taken    from    different    poets. 

The  crux  of  the  matter  probably  lies 
It.  the  fact  that  to  each  poet  have  com« 
moments  of  inspiration,  moments  when 
he  achieved  thought  expressions  which, 
transcending  the  ordinary,  were,  an 
Michael  Angclo  aptly  puts  It,  not  per- 
sr.nal  creative  efforts,  but  divine  mir- 
acles, of  which  he  was  the  instrument: 
and  it  were  surely  safer  to  deduce  that 
aM  poets  worthy  of  the  name,  climbed 
not  higher  or  fell  lower  than  each  other, 
but  all,  at  different  times,  for  a  greater 
or  loss  period,  achieved  the  beat  poetry, 
not    the   t>est   poem.

Apropos  of  the  fact  lli<tl 
the  Qume  .\ct  hu.t  again  been  the 
Hource  of  many  complaints,  tlie  Import- 
unt  announcement  I)<  made  that  an  en- 
tirely new  act  lias  been  drafted,  which. 
It  Ih  hoped,  will  be  more  satisfactory 
and    Inti^Ulglble    to    the    general    public. 

In  the  ciucstlon  of  licenses  for  carry- 
ing firearms,  "It  Is  to  be  rogrettod." 
says  the  report  "that  many  of  the  Is- 
.suors  of  licences  took  little  or  no 
trouble  to  ln<iulre  Into  the  pllglbnily  of 
the  people  applying  for  them.  There 
l.s  no  doubt  thai  a  good  many  were 
Issued  to  boys  under  sixteen  years  of 
age  without  the  request  of  their  par- 
ents; also  thu  free  licences  Lssucd  to 
the  farmers  and  ])roapectors  were  Rjven 
to  many  people  who  had  no  right  to 
them.  The  section  of  thr  ad  with  rr- 
gnrd  to  these  licences  needs  amending.. 
At  the  present  time  anybody  with  a 
free  miner's  licence  can  demand  ,<i  free 
llrearms  licence,  and  It  lias  to  ijo  Issued, 
though  it  may  be  very  obvious  to  the 
issuer  that  he  is  not  a  prospector  ut 
all.  Free  prospectors'  licences  should 
only  be  issued  for  the  district  Intended 
to  be  prospected,  and  also  for  limited 
periods.  If  this  wore  done  It  would  be 
possible  to  refuse  the  barristers,  hotel- 
men,  merchants,  etc.,  who  have  miners' 
licences  simply  for  the  sake  pf  holding 
mliSlng  rights,  many  of  whom  probably 
shaot  rur  sport  on  tiiBtr  rrcB  iiccflegg. — 

OenersUy   Saticfactory 

"With  reeara  to  the  popularity  of 
the  gun  licence,  when  it  was  Introduced 
It  was  expecitjd  tlwt  tliere  would  be  a. 
certain  amount  of  dissatisfaction  over 
It,  as  there  Is  over  all  legislation,  no 
matter  how  wise  it  may  be.  As  it  was. 
the  dissatisfaction  was  noticeable  by 
Its  absence.  A  few.  It  Is  true,  dIU 
K rumble,  though,  curiously  enough,  thi> 
grumblers  were  principally  those  who 
took  out  free  licenecs;  but,  taking  tho 
people  wlio  shoot,  as  a  whole,  it  was  a 
most  popular  measure  and  was  enforced 
u   great   deal    better    than   was    expected. 

"One  of  the  most  noteworthy  features 
of  the  year  has  been  the  general  abun- 
dance of  bIrd.M.  On  U»«  Coa.-?t  and  Lower 
.Mainlitnd  ilucks  have  been  in  greater 
numbers  than  for  year*  prist:  pheasantB 
were  not  as  plentiful  as  last  year,  l)ut 
grouse,  with  the  exception  of  a  few 
places,  have  been  exceedingly  numer- 
ous. Prairie-chicken  along  tiio  Curl- 
boo  Road  also  afforded  excellent  sport, 
.so  that,  taking  into  consideration  iho 
number  of  men  shooting.  It  has  been  a 
good  all-round  bird  year.  Those  who 
liunt  big  game  have  also  had  nothing' 
to  complain  of.  though  the  deer-laintcrs 
did  not  have  (juito  a.n  good  a  year  as 
usual,  owing  to  the  unusually  rnlld"  wea. 
ther. 

More    Oame    Wardena 

"With  the  Introduction  of  the  gun 
licence  -there  have  been  demands  for 
more  game  wardens  from  every  distrlrt 
in  the  Province.  Some  more  arc  i.-x- 
talnly  needed,  but  if  all  the  reciuests 
were  complied  with  about  treble  ln.«t 
year's  appropriation  would  be  needed. 
There  is  no  doubt,  however,  that  sonvj 
districts  without  deputies  should  hava 
them,  and  one  or  two  need  addltlo.ml 
men:  particularly  so  Is  this  the  case  .on 
Vancouver  Island.  At  the  present  tim*^, 
apart  from  the  office  stuff,  there  are 
twenty-six  permanent  salaried  deputle.s, 
and  with  close  un  to  10.000  licences 
i.s.^ued.  taking  Indians  into  considera- 
tion as  well,  tlie  .-iverage  number  of  men 
shooting  to  each  deputy  will  approxi- 
mate 2,000.  Of  course,  there  arc  a  few 
specials  put  on  at  times,  and  the  Pro- 
vincial and  municipal  police  have  given 
a  great  deal  of  help,  particularly  so  in 
enforcing  the  giin  licence.  That  the 
laws  have  been  enforced  as  well  as  they 
have  by  these  few  men  sjicaks  well  for 
the  work  they  have  done.  There  Is, 
however,  still  room  for  Improvomcnr! 
and  a  f.?w  more  permanent  men  wouI<i 
n:ake  a   vast  difference. 

Dear  oa  Quean  Charlottes 

'TlHre  has  not  fiTn  much  news  of 
the  deer  that  were  turned  out  on  Queen 
Ohurlotte  Islands,  though  last  .Sprin.x 
.Momc  of  the  animals  themselves  were 
seen,  and  appeared  to  bo  strong  and 
healthy.  Several  people  have  ..?ecn 
tracks,  including  at  least  one  of  a 
fawn,  s^  they  may  be  doing  quite  well, 
No  actual  record  of  the  number  sent 
there  hu.i  ever  been  given.  In  the 
.'.•prlng  of  iwi  four  .leer  were  sent  over, 
two  of  which  are  known  to  have  died" 
(they  were  caught  too  late  In  the  year 
and  were  In  very  poor  condition).  One 
of  the  nrst  landed  is  known  to  have 
had  «  f,iwn.  Later  in  the  same  ypAr 
eleven  more  were  sent  over.  In  No- 
vember. 1912.  six  more  were  turned 
loose,  and  another  lot  of  seven  more 
followed  about  the  beginning  of  1913. 
In  nil.  twenty-eight  deer  were  sent 
over,  two  of  which  died.  This  is  not 
a  very  large  number  with  which  to 
stock  such  big  Islands,  but  it  is  hoppd 
that  a<ldltlon«  may  be  made  from  time 
to    linie. 

Xonataln   ooata 

"It  would  be  an  excellent  plan  If  a 
number  of  mountain-goats  could  be 
captured  and  turned  out  on  Vancouxer 
Island.  There  are  none  of  these  aninuil.s 
there,  though  many  of  the  mountains 
are  most^  suitable  for  them,  rio  far  no 
attempt  *has  been  made  to  accomplish 
thl.<<.  as  the  difficulty  and  coat  of  get- 
ting the  goats  has  hitherto  been  too 
great.

In 
otir  own  city  such  girls  are  working  In 
many  vocations,  f-'cw,  if  any,  who  are 
thoroughly  competent  have  faile<l  '.i  se- 
cure work.  Hut  many  of  those  who  ex- 
pected to  make  a  eompoitencc  In  «  short 
time  have  been  disappointed.  The  wasf:s 
whlcli  sounded  so  high  when  they  heard 
about  them  in  I-Ingland  or  Scotland  ha/o 
not  allowed  them  to  .sa\e  as  much  as 
they  anticipated. 

Two  things  nre  neces.sary  If  old 
country  woinen  arc  to  be  happy  In  Can- 
ada, i'erhaps  the  first  Is  to  coinpei  tliu 
emigration  agents  to  tell  the  whole 
triitli.  There  is  really  nothing  to  bo 
ashamed  of  and  nothing  to  hide.  Lifa 
in  (Canada,  from  I-iaiifux  lo  Victoria,  Is 
strenuous.  There  is  no  room  for  the 
Idler  or  for  the  person  who  ia  .ishamort 
of  her  work.  If  in  British  Columbia  thi 
climate  Is  milder,  tl»ere  are,  except  In 
the  cities,  fewer  of  tho  conveniences  of 
household  employment.  In  the  West 
wages  are  much  higher,  hut  thun  tho 
expense  of  living  la  greater.  There  is 
not,  as  people  are  often  told,  «ny  great 
demand  for  lady  help*.  Th«  woman  who 
aaaiats  the  mistress  of  the  house  Is  aei- 
dom  treated  as  a  member  of  the  family. 
She  may  be  the  equal  or  even  tho 
aupcrlor  of  her  onipioyer,  but  Canaaiaii 
familiea,  aa  a  rule,  are  Jealoua  of  tho 
privacy  of  tbair  homes.  All  claaaen  are 
buay.  and  whan  huatModa,  wlvea  and 
^children  meet  at  meata  or  in  the  even- 
tnsa  they  do  pot  like  a  atranjer  to  be 
•Iwaya  prcnent.  There  ar«  exceptions, 
of  course,   but  thia  la  tho  rule.

Some  Disturbance  Caused  by 
Demoralization  at  London 
and  Berlin  —  Investment 
Buying  Leads  to  Advance. 


NJSW  YORK.  July  2».— The  local 
stock  exchange  was  almost  the  only 
market  of  lAitMrtancc  at  home  or  abroad 
to  preserve  Its  statUity  today,  although 
at  times,  aapeclally  in  the  Initial  trad- 
liii;,  storm  aicnals  were  evident,  as  a 
result  of  the  aeml -paralysis  manifested 
by  Liondon  and  Berlin.  Latest  develop- 
ments th  the  Servian  slluatiou  caused 
the  British  and  French  markets  to  prac- 
tically withdraw  from  ail  active  opera- 
tions, while  other  European  exchangea 
deemed  it  expedient  to  follow  the  course 
of  Amsterdam,  Madrid  and  Montnal, 
vhich    suspended    business    altogether. 

An  unusual  feature  of  tht;  London 
marlcet  was  the  merely  nominal  uuola- 
tlons  posted  for  many  American  issues. 
white  those  In  which  transactions  actu- 
ally were  made  declined  a  to  0  p.ointa. 
Opening  prices  here  were  inclined  to 
follow  Jjondon's  lead,  Ijiit  a  sntklen  re- 
versal followed  an  active  buying  move- 
ment of  Canadian  Pacific  from  Berlin. 
That  centre,  buoyed  liy  favorable  ad- 
vices from  llussia,  wa.s  a  consistent 
purchaser  here,  not  only  of  C.  P.  R.  hut 
of   other    intfcrnatlonals   as    well. 

An  important  factor  In  the  advance 
here  was  the  extensive  purchases  credit- 
ed to  Investors,  an  element  which  has 
long  been  lacking  in  the  financial  dis- 
trict. To  the  buying  of  this  character 
might  be  addeci   the  .substantial  support 


accordetr~by '  loa'ding  banking  Interests, 
rrice.s  declined  a  shade  during  the  mld- 
sefsion  on  the  resumption  of  gold  ex- 
ports in  moderate  volume,  followed  hy 
a  6  per  cent  rate  for  call  money  and 
some  hardening  for  long  maturities.  The 
best  prices  were  establlHlind  in  the  final

LONDON  EXCHANGE 

LiONDON,  July  29,— The  stock  market 
today  was  In  a  state  of  utter  demoral- 
isation, and  Quotations  \  were  purely 
nominal.  i:>«alers  generaHy  refused  to 
make  prices,  and  In  well-llaformed  cir- 
cles the  announcement  wait\(ntad«  that 
but  for  the  obligations  of  the  fortDtght 
settlement,  due  today,  the  autliurltlca 
would  have  dosed  the  exchange.  In- 
siders refused  to  accept  sales  except  at 
tlieir  own  discretion.  Quotations,  there- 
foie.  widened  considerably,  and  ■'vero 
nothing  bia  nominal,  although  showing 
sonio  »over«j  de<;IlneB.  The  selling  was 
not  wild  or  violent,  owing  to  the  par- 
alysis injected  into  the  situation  by  the 
refusal  of  dealers  to  deal.  In  this  man- 
ner, too,  all  the  foreii^n  selling  and 
uum-ping  of  stocks  on  this  market  was 
checked. 

The  failure  of  seven  firms  was  an- 
nounced todaj-.  making  eight  in  all  to 
si:spend  during  this  account.  Four  of 
the  firms  "hammered"  today  were  im- 
ix.rtant  ones,  the  largest  being  llerberr 
Stoneham  &  Company,  an  old-eatabliah- 
ed  and  long-standing  firm;  T.  E.  Hal- 
stead  &  Company,  and  J.  G.  lilser  & 
Company,  it  la  known  that  many  other 
houses  whose  position  has  been  weak- 
ened by  the  present  crisis  have  received 
aKslstanee  from  the  banks.  Many  pro- 
vincial exchanges  were  closed  because 
ol  the  general  panic,  including  the  Liv- 
erpool exchange.  Two  failures  wore 
announced  at  Ijlasgow.  Trading  on  the 
coiTee  exclianse  at  Havre.  Fi'ance,  has 
been  .MUspendeU,  and  the  bourses  of  St. 
I'eiersburg  and  Amaterdam  have  closed 
iKnvn.  Consols  closed  here  at  71,  both 
for  money  and  the  settlement,  9i  below 
.^esterday■s  close.  At  one  time  they 
sold  at  69 Vi,  a  record  low  price  for  the 
i)rtsent  security,  and  one  untouched  by 
the    larger    interest-bearing    ones. 

The  American  market  suffered  the 
same  degree  of  chaos  as  home  and  in- 
ternational securities.  Losses  ranged 
from  one  point  upwards.  C-  P.  R.  was 
a  leader  in  the  decline,  with  Baltimore 
and  Ohio,  the  copper  stocks  and  other 
stanxiard  shares  displaying  unusual 
losses.  C.  P.  R.  was  qiioted  at  163. 
after  having  been  at  183.  At  the  high- 
er figure  thfi  stock  was  about  10  points 
down  from,  yesterday's  close,  which, 
howevei-,  took  place  before  the  sensa- 
tional break  in  the  stock  occurred  in 
New  York.

Second  Balkan  War  Did  Not 
End  Jealousy  of  Small  States 
— Austria's  Hatred  of  King 
Peter. 


It  Is  clear  that  the  chan.!?cs  in  the 
Ualkau.s  which  slartcd  with  the  firaL 
Ualkan  war  are  likely  to  as.sunie  an 
even  more  radical  form.  The  period  of 
transition  has  mercl.v  conunenced,  and 
It  would  seem  that  what  the  future  ha.s 
ill  store  is  of  a  still  nioie  revolutionary 
n&ture. 

The  Turk.s  will  prohably  '»e  driven 
from  I'iuropc,  and  that  ai  no  vfry  dis- 
tant dale. 

Thi;  (lUcstlon  of  the  opening  of  llie 
Uardanelleti  is  aiao  likely  to  be  rai.sod 
before  long,  not  by  Xlu».sla,  but  by  the 
small   Balkan  states   on   the  Black  Sea. 

llumaiiia  haH  severed  her  connection 
with  the  triple  alliance  for  good,  in 
spite  of  protcstH  on  the  part  of  some 
of   her    subjects. 

ijul{;aria  in  wavering  beiwri'ii  the  pos- 
sible benefits  to  he  gained  by  pursu- 
int;  a  policy  pleasing  to  Austria-Hun- 
gary, or  of  Joinlns  ls,suea  whole-heart- 
edly with  Russia,  and  Just  now  inclines 
to  this  latter  coursi-.  King  Kerdlnanil 
believes  that  he  needs  a  powerful  pro- 
tector If  he  is  to  hold  his  own  against 
his  .subjects,  who  are  still  very  sore  anl 
angry  at  the  results  of  thi.-'Iaet  war. 
It  has  transpired  that  Uussla  has  sonic 
project  for  restoring  to  Bulsarla  some 
of  that  tcrrltorry  which  was  taken  by 
her  .and  afterwards  wreeted  from  her 
hands  by  Si.-rvla  and  Greece.  How  this 
is  to  be  accompllwhed  cannot  oven  be 
surmised,  as  those  louiitrles  would  de- 
inaiwl  compensation  on  the  west  coast 
and  Kussla  Is  not  In  a  posillon  to  deal 
out  strips  of  territory  on   the   .Vdriatic. 

At  the  same  time,  that  day  when  .M- 
bania  may  eafely  be  divided  up  between 
lier  neighbors  maj-  not  he  far  distant. 
It  la  clear  that  the  Albanians  do  not  de- 
sire a  prince  who  is  not  of  their  coun- 
try, and  the  fitorts  to  form  an  indepcn- 
dcnt  kingdom  of  Ih*-  various  and  con- 
lllctlng  elements  in  .Mbania  appears  to 
have  beea- a  dismal   failnrc. 

The  tragl-comndy  of  Durazzo  is 
slowly  drawing  to  a  close.  h'rcnk  Bib 
iJoda  professes  to  be  on  bia  way  to  the 
relief  oi'  the  city,  hui  he  has  had  lime 
to  cover  the  distance  2f)  times,  and  ap- 
pears to  get  no  nearer.  Perhaps  hL-  has 
not  forgotten  that  he  Is  Prince  of_  the 
Mlridltcs  and  hopes  to  come  to  his  own. 
now  that  the  Turks  are  (flaposseisaed. 
It  la  believed  in  Vienna  that  the  admin- 
istrative power  will  pass  into  the  hands 
of  the  International  control  commission, 
but  whether  Europe  will  appoint  another 
lules  over  Albania  is  another  rjueatlon. 
and  a  complicated  one.  The  power.*  of 
the  triple  entente  will  say  that  the  pet 
project  of  Italy  and  .\u«trla  has  failed, 
and  may   put  forward  one  of  their  own, 

Russia  has  her  Own  Ideas  as  to  what 
lourse  e>ent.«i  should  take,  and  11  Is  be- 
lieved that  she  considers  that  n  large 
part  of  Albania  should  l)c  handed  over 
to  .Servia,  thus  providing  her  with  an 
outlet  lo  the  sea.  IIu.ssIh  Is  evr-r  silent, 
Imt  this  would  doubtless  be  the  con- 
summation she  would  desire.  The  Al- 
banians' claim  to  an  independent  king- 
dom Is  basfd  on  very  excellent  rcasona. 
but  their  actions  during  the  past  weeks 
may  endanger  their  chances  of  obtain- 
ing such  Independence.  They  have  been 
very  Ill-advised  to  refuse  the  gifts  con- 
ferred upon  them,  and  before  the  chap- 
tor  la  closed,  may^  rcgiet  their  rebellion 
agaln.<it  their  Prince. 

Changes  were  threatening  In  .Servia, 
and  It  was  expected,  until  war  broke  out 
with  .\ustrla,  that  that  country  and 
Montenegro  would  shortly  form  one 
kingdom.  It  was  considered  likely  that 
the  dual  throne  would  be  occupied  by 
Prince  Alexander  of  aervia,  who  is  now 
ruling  the  kintrdom,  during  his  father's 
abaence  at  a  watering  place.  King 
Peter's  son  could  have  been  received  at 
Vienaa.  although  the  Emperor  was  al- 
ways ow^urate  on  the  subject  of  King 
Peter  being  allowed  to  visit  the  city. 
This  attitude  hap  always  been  a  sore 
point  In  t-lgradc.  The  ICmperor  did 
not  hesitate  to  receive  the  King  of 
Montenegro,  and  to  nrive  at  hid  side 
through  the  streets  of  Vienna,  while  ho 
was  carrful  to  pay  c«pccisl  honor  to 
King  f'eidlnaml  of  Bulgaria,  who  needed 
the  support  of  Vienna  after  his  assump- 
tion vt  the  title  of  King.

M.  Boutrouse,  at  the  Soshonne, 
Says  Teutonic  Thought  Has 
Changed — French  Ideal  Es- 
sentially Human.

.M.  Itoutroux,  wliij  ilcali  \vli:i  his  diflloull 
Bul).k-ct  In  a  tiroa*!  anU  masterful  manner, 
turned  his  attention  Or.'it  to  tJcrmany;  Jio 
Htthl  that  thn  first  thing  which  puzzled  the 
French  |u  their  consideration  of  German 
thought  was  the  rery  ovIdcnL  existence  of 
two  complrlely  dlfferr-nt  mental  altitudes, 
which  couhi  best  be  desci  Ibetl  by  ihe  wonls 
Idealism  iind  realism.  Idealism  seemed  io 
characterize  the  Germany  of  yesterday, 
whilst  realism  applied  to  the  Germany  of 
today. 

To  understand  this  apparent  euntradlctloii 
\vii.'<  il  difficult  problem.  After  ei»reful  con- 
slileratlon,  however.  It  woulil  bo  seen  thai 
these  two  lendenelcs  were  not  contradictory 
the  ono  to  the  other.  The  genius  of  the 
Germans  was  a  unity,  but  a  unity  which 
was  formert  of  Ihe  Iwo  tendencies  to  Ideal- 
Ism  aiul  realism  which  ooniplnmenlod  each 
other.  German  thought  was  novcrned  by 
Its  eoncejitlon  of  Inflnlly,  the  v.-hole.  The 
aim  of  German  life  was  the  union  of  the 
Individual  with  the  whole,  which  mani- 
fested itself  In  the  organization  of  the  llfo 
of  the  community.  This,  explainoil  the 
tendency  to  speclutlxatlon  among  the  G«r- 
mcn  people,  each  Individual  being  pene- 
trated wHh  the  Idea  that  he  should  con- 
fine   himself    to   a   restricted   Held   of   work. 

Turning  to  French  thought  processes,  M. 
Boulroux  said  that  the  Impression  of  the 
German,  was  that  of  an  alteniallon  be- 
tween passive  submission  and  claims  to  In- 
dfpendenco.  From  this  originated  the  Ger- 
man opinion  of  the  I'reneh  as  flekic  and 
variable.  It  had  even  been  said  in  Ger- 
many that  the  Kronnh  genius  was  of  a 
negative  character.  In  spite  of  appear- 
ances, however,  there  existed  in  the  French 
mind  a  dominant  positive  Idea,  and  that 
idea   was   thai  of  man. 

The  French  Ideal  was  essentially  a  hu- 
man one.  Since  man  manifested  i  Intelli- 
gence and  sentiment,  the  French  oscillated 
between  these  two  oharaclerlstles.  This  oon- 
ceptlon  of  the  French  mentality  was  proved 
accurate  by  certain  considerations,  among 
which  was  iho  manner  In  which  philosophy, 
ethics,  natural  science  and  art  had  been 
sooularlzcd  In  the  elgbteenlh  century.  To 
the  Krcnchroan.  the  standard  abOTc  all 
others  by  which  everything  should  bo 
measured  waa  that  of  the  gcod  and  en- 
lightened man.  The  French  IsnguuBc  Il- 
lustrated ihls  tendency  in  the  frcntus  of 
the  nation.  Formed  In  the  salons  of  tho 
eighteenth  eenturj'  and  controlled  In  iho 
present  d«y  by  tho  .\cadcmy.  which  M. 
Boutroux  described  as  a  salon  minus  fem- 
inine Influence,  Its  characteristics  consisted 
of   rlsrlty   and    logical    conciseness. 

Ths  mana«r  Id  whlcn  these  two  modes  ef 
thought,  the  German  and  the  French, 
could  best  exert  a  benefiopnt  Influence  on 
each  other  formed  the  third  part  of  M. 
Boatroux's  dlaoovrae  Me  W2<i  cererui  to 
point  out  that  any  amalgamation  would 
not  be  advantageout,  that  the  nations  must 
preserve  tbair  reapectlve  reitiua,  This 
vrould  not  prevent  the  French  front  learn- 
Int  t(x  develop  an  ettraetlon  towards  the 
inftnlte.  a  proceea  which  iheir  own  great 
phlioiopher.  Peecel,  had  -toencsMatfed  to 
them.  They  could  aiee  laern  tlBn  leaaon 
of  the  effacemcnt  of  fhe  IndlvlAaal  In  the 
waUere  of  the  commtanlly.  Mettker  would 
the  Oermana  be  prevented  irarn  observlnf 
careftitly  the  effort*  of  tha  French  to 
reallce,  as  an  eed  la  liaelf,  the  culture  «t 
men  which  form*  •  besda  (or  the  drawlny 
togather  of  the  human  race  and  nhfeh  M 
oaaentlKl  -Vo  uoM#«teaey  !»  evtry  OtcWtlMi.
